(i) An assessment by the Department of any threat to public health or natural
resources posed by the site;

(il) The status of any removal, restoration, or other remedial actionsin progress or
recommended by the Department;

(iv) An assessment of therelative priority of the need for removal, restoration, or
other remedial action at each site; and

(v) A proposed time frame for site investigation and any necessary remedial
action.”
